Tue ConsTiTUTIONAL AMENDMENTS.—One of 
the most important of the issues to be decided-at the 
approaching election in this State, involves the adop- 


There are seven of these amendments. 
The first establishes the ~plurality principle in elec- 
tions. The second changes the day of the annnal 
election to the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, corresponding to the day of the Presiden- 
tial election. The third establishes an equal and just 
system of representation, districting large cities and 
aggregating small towns into representative districts 
of equal population, each of which is entitled to be 
represented every year. The fourth provides for the 
election of Councillors by the people instead of by the 
Legislature as at present. The fifth also resfores to 
the people the power of choosing directly the Secre- 


torney General. The sixth probibits the appropria- 
tion of any portion of the school fund to the support 
of sectarian schools.: The seventh makes provision 
for the choice of Sheriffs, Registers of Probate, Com- 
missioners of Insolvency, Clerks of the Courts, and 


District Attorneys, by the people.

SCENE IN THER LIFE OF A SEAVER. 

Ix locking over Brante Mayer's work, entitled 
* Capt, Canot, or Twenty Years of an African Sla- 
ver.” we find that the adventurous Italian sailed from 
Havana on his first.voyage to the coast on the 24 of 
September, 1826. The schooner wis commanded by 
a Minorean, and the crew was composed of twenty- 
one scamps—the refuse of the press gang and jail- 
birde—Spaniards, Portaguese, Frenchmen, and mon- 
grels. Of this motley crowd Canot was third officer. 
After various fortunes they reached the mouth of the 
Rio Ponga, and the captain and four of the crew went 
ashore for a pilot, bat did not retarn. In the even- 
ing Canot learned that an attempt had been made to 
shoot the captain bv those who accompanied him, and 
that a conspiracy had been formed among the crew to 
seize the schooner. Having ascertained that the ar- 
mory had been forced, and several! pistols and cutlas- 
ses abstracted, he took measures to counteract their 
plans. The following extract will show how he suc- 
ceeded : 

« Preparations had undoubtedly been made to assa- 
sinate us. As night drew on, my judgment, as well 
as nerrousness, convineed me that the darkness 
would not pass without a murderous attempt.

Sull I deemed it a duty to tell him the story, as well 
as my discovery about the missing arms. According- 
ly, 1 called the first officer, boatewain and cook, as 
quietly as possible, into the cabin; leaving our En- 

lish cabin-boy to watch in the companion-way. Here 
i imparted our danger, and asked their assistance in 
striking the first low. My plan was to secure the 

crew and give them battle. The mate, as I expected, 
shrank like a irl, declining any step till the captain 
returned. The cook and boatswain, however, silent- 
ly approved my movements ; so that we counselled 
our cowardly comrade to remain below, while we as- 
sumed the responsibility and risk of the enterprise. 

Imay have been rather rash, bat I resolved to 
begin the rescue by shooting down like a dog, and 
without a word, the notorious Caban convict who had 
attempted the captain's life. This, 1 thought, would 
strke panic into the mutineers—and end the mutiny 
in the most bloodless way. Drawing a pair of large 
horse-pistole from beneath the captain's pillow, and 
examining the load, I ordered the cook and boatswain 
to follow me tothe deck. Bat the craven officer 
would not quit his hold on my person. He besought 
me not to commit murder. He clung to me with the 
panting fear and grasp ofa woman. He begged me, 
with every term of endearment, to desist ; and, in 
the midst of the scuffle to shake him off. one of the 
pistols accidentally exploded. A moment after, my 
vigilant watch-boy screamed from the starboard a 
warning “ look-out.” and, peermg forward in the 
blinding darkness as I emerged from the lighted cabin, 
I bebeld the stalwart form of the ringleader brandish- 
ing a cutlass within a stride of me. IL aimed and 
fired. We both fell; the mutineer with two balls in 
his abdomen, and I from the recoil of an overcharged 
pistol 

My face was cut, and my eye injured by the con- 
cussion; but as neither combatant was deprived of 
consciousness, In a moment we were both on our feet. 
The Sp anish telon, however, pressed his hand on his 
bowels, and rushed forward exclaiming he was slain : 
but, in bis descent to the forecastle he ‘was stabbed in 
the shoulder with a bayonet by the boatswain, whose 
vigorous blow drove the weapon with such tremen- 
dous force that it could bardly be withdrawn from 
the scoundrel’s carcass. 

I said I was up in a minute, and, feeling my face 
with my hand, I perce “ived a quant ity of bloo leon my 
cheek, around which I hastily tied a handkerchief be- 
low my eves. I then rushed to the arm-c! At 
that moment the crack of a pistol, and a sharp, boy- 
ish cry, told me that my pet was wounded beside me 
I laid him bebind the hatchway and returned to the 
charge. By this time I was blind with rage, and 
fought, tt seems, like a madman. I confess that I 
have no personal recollection whatever of the follow- 
ing events, an d on ly learned them from the subs q! ent 
report of the cook and boats wain. 

I stood. they said, over the arm-chest like one spe ll- 
bound. My eyes ,were fixed on the forecastle; and 
as bead after head loomed out of the darkness above 
the hatch, ] discharged carbine after carbine at the 
mark. Everything that moved fell by my aim. As 
I fired the weapons, I flang them away to grasp fresh 
ones; and, when the battle was over, the cook aroused 
me trom my mad stupor, still groping wildly for arms 
in the emptied chest. 

As the smoke cleared off, the fore part of our schoon- 
er seemed utterly deserted ; yet we found two men 
dead, one mm mortal agony on the deck, while the 
mngieader end colleague were gasping in the fore- 
castie. Six pistols bad been fired agamet us from 
forward, but, strange to say, the only efficient ball 
was the one that struck my English bow's leg. 

When I came to my senses my first quest was for 
the gallant boatswain, who, being unarmed on the 
forecastle when the une x pected disc harge took place, 
and seeing no chance of escape from my murderous 
carbines, took refu ge over the bows. 

Our cabin-boy was soon quieted. The mutineers 
needed but littie care for their helpless wounds, while 
the felon chief, like all such wretches, died in an agony 
of despicable fear, shrieking for pardon. My shriving 
of his sins was a speedy rite ! 

Sach was my frst night in Africa.

LEGAL RESTRAINTS ON OPEN AIR PREACH: |

Ix Yarmouth, England, the magistrates have un- | 
dertaken to prohibit preaching in the open air, even 
in cases where the public was not incommoded by it. | 
_ They have been ridiculed in the public papers for 
prohibiting gatherings of people to hear the Gospel, 
when all other gatherings, such as those made by or- 
gan grinders, buffoons, ballad singers, and what not, 
had full license. The Daily News says: 

While street ballad singing has never done much 
| good, and is getterally only followed by the most de-. 
| graded of the population, street preaching, or per- 
haps more correctly, open air preaching, has been | 
productive of the most astounding eflects upon the 
morals of the population, and the discipline and even 
| doc trine of the Church. The dignitaries of the
